New York, Sept. 30.—The following 
dispatch was sent from Stephenville 
Crossing, N. F., by Harry Whitney, 
the New Haven hunter, who arrived 
at St. Johns, N. F., Tuesday by the 
schooner Jeanie on his way home- 
“So many questions are being asked 
of me by different papers that I de­ 
sire to make the following statement 
through the press. 
My reasons f r 
not going back to Etah after Dr. 
Cook’s things were that the engines 
of the Jeanie, one of the smallest 
boats that ever went to the Arctic, 
were not working satisfactorily and 
we were depending partly oil sails, 
which later we had to do entirely. 
There was no reason why the Jeani? 
could not have gone back, but, not 
knowing that Dr. Cook’s things left 
with me were of such importance as 
they have since turned out to be, I did 
not return, 
iii addition, I had prom­ 
ised the Eskimos who were with me 
after musk oxen in Ellsinore Land, 
certain things which I expected on 
the ship coming for me, but they were 
not aboard the Jeanie and I did not 
want to return and disappoint the 
men. Another 
reason 
was that 
I 
wanted to prolong my hunting trip, 
which I was able to do by not going 
back, but by cutting across Smith 
sound for North Star bay and follow­ 
ing the edge of the ice south. 
“I do not believe that either Dr. 
Cook or Commander Peary, if placed 
in my position, woald have done any 
differently than I did, nor would they, 
having started south for civlization, 
have turned back. I had never seen 
Dr. Cook until I met him in the Arc­ 
tic. 
He told me he had been to the 
North pole and I was pledged not to 
heveal this fact to Commander Peary, 
but I could say that he had gone fur­ 
ther north than Peary in 19C6. 
“Commander Peary to my knowl­ 
edge knew absolutely nothing about 
what had been left with me by Dr. 
Cook, except that I mentioned instru­ 
ments, clothes and furs and also a 
narwhal horn. 
Dr. Cook’s belongings 
left in my charge were placed in 
boxes which wrere nailed up. Then I 
saw the Eskimos cover them with 
rocks. 
“No one could have been kinder to 
me or shown me more consideration 
than Commander Peary did while I 
was on the Roosevelt, and he said 
he would be very glad to have me re­ 
main aboard and return with him, in­ 
stead of joining the Jeanie.”

Conduct of General Grant In­ 


formally Discussed.

Explorers’ Club W ill 
Not 
Dine

Cook. 
New York, Sept. 30.—The Explor­ 
ers’ club, of which Commander Robert 
E. Peary is president and Dr. Frede­ 
rick A Cook a former president, has 
cancelled the banquet that was to have 
been given Dr. Cook tonight. At a 
meeting of the board of directors 
resolutions were adopted directing the 
acting president to appoint a commit­ 
tee to investigate the charge that Dr. 
Cook did not reach the summit of 
Mount McKinley, as he claims. 
While the action of the Explorers’ 
club was a surprise to most of those 
who have been following the trend of 
events in the Cook-Peary controversy, 
it appears that Dr. Cook anticipated 
the action. Several days ago he sent 
for Edward Burrlll, the guide who is 
said to have accompanied him to the 
top of Mount McKinley. Burrlll will 
arrive here Saturday. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
30.—General 
Frederick D. Grant, commanding the 
department of the lakes, and Secre­ 
tary of War Dickinson discussed in­ 
formally at the war department the 
criticism which has been directed at 
the former because he appeared in 
the uniform of his rank at the head 
of a so-called temperance parade in 
Chicago last Saturday. 
Just what passed between the two 
men was not disclosed. 
Mr. Dickin­ 
son said that he had mentioned the 
subject to General Grant when he 
called at*the department en route to 
Chicago from the Hudson-Fulton cele­ 
bration in New York. In the absence 
of the letter which W. R. Michaelis 
of the executive board of the United 
Societies for Local Self-Government 
has mailed to the secretary criticising 
General Grant, the m atter could 
h o c 
be treated officially, and It Is believed 
the secretary’s reference was jocular. 
Earlier in the day General Grant 
had justified his action in appearing 
In the parade on tho ground that it 
was a demonstration in favor of good 
government and was not a tem per­ 
ance parade. 
Inasmuch as no orders were issued 
to General Grant to march in the pa­ 
rade, Secretary Dickinson holds the 
opinion that the former’s presence 
therein cannot be regarded as an of­ 
ficial action or as giving the govern­ 
ment’s stamp of approval to the ob­ 
ject of the demonstration. 
While General Grant is a total ab­ 
stainer, he is an ardent advocate of 
the canteen at army posts. 
He set 
forth officially his attitude toward 
the liquor question in his annual re­ 
port to the department in 1903 when 
he was in command of the depart­ 
ment of Texas, as follows: 
“In every age the spirit of true sol­ 
diery has engendered true comrade 
ship and in no realm of society, in 
no walk of life, has the radical re­ 
former succeeded in changing the 
natural disposition of man to the ex­ 
tent of eliminating this sentiment. 
While passions may be held In bound, 
nature cannot be wholly reversed or 
changed by stringent laws and rules, 
and the sooner rules are made look­ 
ing to moderation 
instead of ab­ 
stinence, the better will be the moral 
and the higher the standard of in­ 
dividual deportment in the United 
States army. 
To this end, no argu­ 
ment can be too earnest for the re­ 
establishment of the canteen.”

The visit to the Alaska-Yukon-Pa- 
cific exposition will begin today and 
Mr. Taft first will tour the grounds.

The president also will speak at a 
banquet at the exposition grounds dur­ 
ing the evening. 


Talked at North Yakim a. 
The president, on his way to Seat­ 
tle, passed through another section 
which displayed its marvels in the 
way of fruit raising. At North Yak! 
ma, w'liere he passed the entire fore 
noon and made an address, he saw 
one of the oldest irrigated fruit dis­ 
tricts in the Far West. 
The great 
yield of apples especially attracted 
his attention. 
“I am supposed to have inherited a 
taste for apples from an uncle of mine 
who is reported to have said that he 
would not put his mouth out of puck­ 
er for less than a peck,” said the 
president. 
He said apples remind J 
him a good deal of human nature. 
Some are beautiful but are tasteless 
and mealy, while others not preten­ 
tious to look at are found to have the 
solid meat, juice and taste that go 
to make real character. 
The president met an old Cincin­ 
nati sweetheart at North Yakima. She 
Is Mrs. Betty Hodges, formerly Miss 
Betty Evans, and Mr. Taft was best 
man at her wedding. The president 
told of the meeting in the course of 
his speech.

Madrid, Sept. 39.—Madrid is be­ 
flagged and illuminated in celebration 
of the success of the Spanish arms in 
Africa, which were crowned by the 
occupation 
of 
Mount Guruga, 
the 
Moorish stronghold. Crowds filled the 
Puerta del Sol and the surrounding 
streets acclaiming the news which 
makes a glorious ending of the war 
and the early return of the troops. 
General Marina’s skillfully planned 
operations app the subject of much 
praise. After the reverse of .Lily 2Y 
and the subsequent losses suffered, 
General Marina decided that it would 
be a useless waste of life to proceed 
on a small scale in the operations, 
and that the Moors, who have been 
making raids from the rocky fast­ 
nesses of Mount Guruga, must be dis­ 
lodged or outflanked. Accordingly he 
withdrew 
his advanced 
posts ani 
waited until he had concentrated 60, 
OOO men and 68 cannon, which were 
divided into two columns on Sept. 20. 
One column was sent north to Cape 
Tres Forcas, to prevent the possibil­ 
ity of a rear attack and the other was 
sent southward. Both operations were 
successful and after Nador and Zeluan 
were taken the Moors evidently found 
themselves outflanked and evacuated 
the territory, for no resistance was 


encountered when the Spanish forces 
scaled the sides of the mountain and 
planted the flag on its summit. 
W hat has become of the main body 
of the Moors is not clear from the of­ 
ficial dispatches published here. Un­ 
official reports intimate that while 
General Marina accompanied the col­ 
umn to the south, the Moors doubled 
back west of Mount Guruga and 
joined in a surprise at!ack upon Gen­ 
eral Sotomayo. Official circles, how­ 
ever, seem convinced that the Moors 
arc thoroughly discouraged and the 
successful windup of the campaign is 
expected to arouse a wave of patriot­ 
ic 
enthusiasm 
which 
will 
greatly 
strengthen the Maura government, 
whose enemies counted upon a pro­ 
tracted struggle, with perhaps serious 
reverses and possibly complete fail­ 
ure. 
Abroad the victories are expected 
to enhance Spanish prestige greatly 
and the policy of non interference to 
which the powers subscribed will give 
the Spanish government an oppor­ 
tunity to reap the full benefit of the 
country’s military success.

MAKES SUCCESSFUL FLIGHT 


W ilbur W right Circles the Statue of 
Liberty. 
New 
York, 
Sept. 
30.—Wilbur 
Wright circled the Statue of Liberty 
at the entrance of New York harbor 
in his aeroplane, but in the upper 
part of the city two huge dirigible 
balloons failed ingloriously in their 
task. 
This. the first day of flight of 
the Hudson-Fitlton celebration, was a 
victory for the heavier than air ma­ 
chine. 
Doth Wright and Gif nu JI. Curtis* 
roared successfully from Governor's 
island in their motor piopeilod bi­ 
planes; both dirigibles, one manned 
by Captain Thomas Baldwin, ti e oth­ 
er by George L. Tomlinson, and both 
entered in the New York World’s 
$10,000 New York to Albany race, 
were forced to descend because of 
mechanical 
difficulties 
before 
they 
were well under way. 
Wilbur Wright made three sensa­ 
tional flights and Curtiss made ore 
successful t('st spin of thirty seconds’ 
duration. 
Baldwin, with ids dirigible, landed 
in the Hudson river less than an hour 
ofter the start, while Tomlinson, after 
remaining in the air about two hours, 
came to earth near White Plains, N. 
Y., twenty-two miles from I)is sta ll­ 
ing point. 
Neither of the dirigible 
pilots Weis injured, nor was either 
craft seriously dam.agt d. 
Curtiss was the first to leave th 1 
earth and {it a time when down had 
hardly broken. 
He made only a brief 
flight. 
Two hours later Wright made his 
lirst ascent, encircling Governor's is­ 
land and remaining in the air for 
seven minutes. 
Aller an hour’s rest. 
Wright again went aloft, this lime re­ 
maining in the air for 6 minutes and 
30 seconds, attaining a speed esti 
mated at lifty miles an hour and with 
a glorious sweep out over the bay, 
passing entirely around the great em­ 
blem of liberty on Bedloe’s island to 
the northwest. 
Wright made a third flight before a 
crowd of 2,000 persons. 
He dill not 
attempt to fly over the water nor did 
he go to any great height, but execut­ 
ed two complete circles in the air, 
then made an excellent landing. 


W ILL awalt events,” was Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook's first words 
to the reporters ns he approach­ 
ed New York and the triumphal 
popular reception that awaited him 
there. 
‘‘When my material has been got to­ 
gether and put into shape it will be 
submitted In the first instance to the 
University of Copenhagen.

For the present no other details are 
necessary, and, as n matter of fact, no 
further specific evidences of my claim 
have been en Heil for from any side. 
It has never been customary hitherto 
for explorers to make their full rec­ 
ords public In such haste. 
As a rule, 
scientific societies are not remarkable 
for their rapidity Iii coming to con­ 
clusions* and they are usually content 
to walt until complete data are com­ 
piled.

“The Danish government and the 
University of Copenhagen as well as 
the Danish Geographical society have, 
on their report, taken over the virtual 
guarantee for the sincerity and au­ 
thenticity of my records. 
“They have stood up for them, so to 
speak, before the world. They do not 
ask me to furnish any further proofs 
or evidence of any kind, but in justice 
to Denmark it is my intention to place 
the first completed record ot my polar 
Journey at the.disposal of the Univer­ 
sity of Copenhagen.” 


Beady to Meet Any Charges. 
Referring to Peary, Dr. Cook said: 
“I have as yet heard nothing but 
vague reports. I prefer for the present 
to believe that the statements which 
have been attributed to Teary are in­ 
correct. 
I am fully prepared to meet 
any charges, but I must first see some­ 
thing definite. I am absolutely certain 
that none of the reports that have ap­ 
peared in print emanates either from 
my Eskimos, Ahwelah and Etukishuk, 
or from Harry Whitney. 
Mr. Whit­ 
ney has without any doubt kept his 
promise to me not to say anything 
about the expedition and its results, 
and I feel sure of my Eskimos. 
Mr. 
Whitney will leturn to America about 
the middle of October. 
He has com­ 
plete knowledge of all the facts. 
He 
Is at entire liberty to make public all 
he knows. 
He is bound to stand up 
neither for me nor for Peary.” 
In connection with the proposition 
that Ahwelah aud Etukishuk should 
be brought to America Dr. Cook said: 
“The arrival in America of the Eski­ 
mos who went with me to the pole de­ 
pends entirely upon the possibility of 


have said on several occasions, all the 
charges, accusations and expressions of 
disbelief are based upon entire ignorance 
of the supplementary data which I pos­ 
sess. 
No one who has spoken or written on 
the subject in opposition to my claims 
knows the facts with which such work 
as exploration is measured.

I have not come home to enter into a r­ 
guments with one man or with sixty men, 
but I am here to present a clear record 
of a piece of work over which I have a 
right to display a 
certain amount of 
pride. 
When scientists study the detailed 
observations of the narrative In their con­ 
secutive order I am certain th at In the 
due course of events all will be com ­ 
pelled to admit the truth of my state­ 
ment. 
I am perfectly willing to abide by 
the final verdict on the record by compe­ 
tent judges. 
That must be the last word 
in this discussion, and they alone can 
satisfy me and the public. 
Furthermore, 
not only will my report be before you in 
black and white, but I will also bring to 
Am erica human witnesses to prove th at I 
have been to the north pole.

Not even when the melodramatic fea­ 
tures of the welcome that was pre­ 
pared for him gripped the nerves of 
spectators and brought unbidden tears 
to manly eyes did Dr. Cook appear to 
be touched.

The gold lace of rank, the decora­ 
tions of distinguished service, and the 
robes of Archbishop Farley of the Ro­ 
man Catholic church, who pronounced 
the invocation, made the room sparkle 
with color.

Automobile Racer* Make Fast Tim e 
at Riverhead, L. I.

30.—The 
smashing of every existing American 
record for automobile racing on the 
open road and a spill which cost the 
life of Mechanician James Bates and 
serious injury to Herbert Lytle, a 
well known racing driver, marked the 
running of the Long Island Automo­ 
bile derby. 
The event was a stock 
car sweepstakes and was run over 
twenty-two miles of hitherto untried 
road at the eastern extremity of Long 
Island, between Riverside and Matti­ 
tuck. 
The casualties were caused by the 
skidding of the Apperson car driven 
by Lytle as it neared an easy bend 
in the road, two miles west of Matti­ 
tuck. 
Lytle and Bates had completed 
less than two-thirds of the first lap 
-when their 60-horsepower machine, 
tearing down a slight declevity at a

hour, 
lurched to one side and overturned 
in deep sand. 
Lytle shot clear of the car and 
landed twenty feet away on his back. 
Bates clung to the machine and was 
crushed under it as it turned turtle. 
Both men were

sciousness and died an hour later. 
Lytle may recover.
